windbreaks, timbc:, and Christ­ 
mas fives on the more fertile

Lo.*--.cs 
i« suit from weeds and grass 
using soil nutrient.* and water 
reeded by tho trets. 
Weeds 
and gross matted over trees by 
snow also causes tree mortality. 


Heavy grass and weed com­ 
petition can i>e controlled by 
pix)per use of herbicides. Si- 
mazine applied on the furrow 
bottom and slides immediate- 
ly after the trees are planted 
is very effective against weeds. 
When ust'd at the recommer i- 
ed rate, it can be applied either 
In spray or granular form over 
tho 
trees 
without 
harming 
them. 


Some tree planting machine: 
are equipped to apply Sima/int 
at the time of planting. Sima- 
zino is a highly insoluble ma­ 
terial and stays in the impri­ 
son layer from six months to 
two years. It acts as a pre- 
emergence 
herbicide, 
killing 
seeds as they germinate. 


Amitrol can be used to kill 
grass and weeds threatening to 
choke 
trees 
that have 
been 
planted for one or more .wars. 
It must, however, be used as a 
“dircted 
spray.” 
This 
means 


that the spray nozzle should 
lie turned so Amitrole 
s p r a y 
will not get onto the ti*, es, as it 
does have a toxic effect.

Food War Has 
Farmer Worried 


With present transportation lem and the dram on the U. S 
facilities, food can be shipped foreign dollar balance is criti 
to all parts of the globe in some 
form or other. 
The United States has been 
exporting large amounts of ag­ 
ricultural commodities to Ja ­ 
pan. The relatively small coun­ 
try with a huge population has 
been im portang some $1.8 bil­ 
lion of food. The United States 
has been getting a large share 
of Japan's imports, but the pic­ 
ture is changing rapidly. For 
instance, Australia has increased 
her promotional budget some 40 
per- cent over 1963. They will 
be promoting dairy and livestock 
products, wheat and " aer pro­ 
cessed foods in Japa'.. New’ Zea­ 
land who also has dairy, meat 
and livestock to sell recently 
played host to representatives 
of Japan bidding for a place to 
export products. 
The 
Nether­ 
lands. Canada and Denmark like­ 
wise are pushing for a greater 
share of Japan's imports. 
The poultry industry may be 
getting into deeper marketing 
problems. After bunting their 
heads 
against 
the 
European 
Common Market walls, U. S. 
birds flapped their way to Ja ­ 
pan. More than 7 million pounds 
of American poultry moved into 
that country in 1963 compared to 
626.000 pounds in the year be­ 
fore. But a proposal pending be­ 
fore the Japanese Diet would 
construct another tariff wall to 
reduce imports. 
At the present time the United 
States is importing large quan­ 
tities of meat from Australia 
and New Zealand. This has re­ 
duced prices of local beef in­ 
cluding cull dairy cows. When 
the price of dairy cows is down 
farmers do no cull out as heavi­ 
ly, This results in more dairy 
production for which there is a 
surplus and exporting markets 
becoming fewer. 
A bill has been introduced in 
Congress to hold the line on im­ 
ports of meat. If this becomes 
a reality, the imports would be 
based on the average for the past 
years plus slight increases 
based on population increases as 
we continue under the proposed 
law. Over the past 5 years meat 
imports from Australia increased 
from 18 million pounds to 517 
million pounds. 
The farmer is not alone with 
his headaches. For the first tune 
in 1963 more than half the fish 
consumed in the United States 
was sold by foreign nations. In­ 
creased imports for fish means 
fewer American jobs and more 
American dollars going over­ 
seas. This is happening at a time 
when unemployment is a prob- j 


cal. 
The outlook for the U. S 
farmer in 1964 is not bright, 
say Michigan State University 
agricultural economists. 
They 
are bracing themselves for an 
intensification 
of

classic 
price-cost squeeze. 
Production 
costs are still going up. The fore­ 
cast is an increase from $28.7 
billion in 1963 to 29.3 billion in 
1964. Farmers are expected to 
cut back on the amount of ma­
